A reduction of the silver con- 


_ tent in our coins is the most de- 
sirable solution to the problem. 


It is essential that some silver be 
retained in our coinage. 
There is. in fact, no need to 


eliminate silver. A reduction or 


the silver content from the present 


90 present —- coupled with a sub- 


stantial increase in new silver 
production envisioned over the 
next four years — will see the 
country through the temporary 
shortage of silver and will assure 
a long-term solution to the peop 
lem. 

The United States always has 
had silver in its coinage. While 
the value of the coins is not sole- 


ly dependent on their silver con- 


tent; the presence of silver does 


| have a stabilizing effect and pro- 


vides confidence in U. §. money. 
This has been particularly true 
since gold coins were withdrawn 
from circulation and becomes of 
even greater concern as paper sil- 
ver certificates are withdrawn. 
Elimination of silver from coin- 
age would also wreak havoc with 
coin-operated devices throughout 
the United States. Most vend- 


ing machines ave geared to iden- 
tify coinage by a number of 
tests including electrical conduc- 
tivity. Dime-and quarter-sized 
coins without silver are rejected. 
Elimination of silver would result 
in a serious upset of our $3.5 bil- 
lion automatic vending industry 
during an extended change-over 
period and would drastically af- 
fect the nation’s economy. 
Because of the serious con- 
sequences elimination of silver 
would have for the United States

” QUESTION. ae seeull the 


United States retain silver in 


coinage ? 

ANSWER: Retention of ‘silver 
in coinage is essential to the well- 
being of the nation’s economy 
and to the domestic and interna- 
tional prestige,— 

Through the retention of silver 
it is possible te maintain coinage 
of intrinsic value. This constitutes 
its basic strength. 

Among the factors dictating 
silver retention: 

1. Historical and psychological 
value: The attitude of the av- 
erage citizen toward his money 
has played a significant role in 
the economic history of the Un:- 
ted States and the rest of the 
world. It is this attitude which 
would most affect acceptance by 
the public of any solution to the 


present coinage situation. 

Throughout most of U. S. his- 
tory it has been possible to get 
coins in change for paper money. 
There have been exceptions, 
notably during the Jackson Ad- 
ministration and during the Civil 
War, when silver coinage was 
largely replaced by paper. How- 
ever, such printing press money 
was an unsatisfactory substitute 
for subsidiary coinage of intrinsic 
value and the United States has 
not since embarked on such a pro- 
gram. 

Americans’ confidence in their 


by re ention of diver. content. ss : 
_ Significantly, there is a world 


trend toward resumption of sil- 
ver coinage by countries which 
once abandoned it. These in- 


clude Italy, Germany, Austria and — 


France. These were precisely the 
countries in Western Europe that 
had gone through the most dras- 
tic experiences in currency de- 
valuation. Their governments rec- 
ognized that coinage of intrinsic 


value creates public confidence, 


as long as the intrinsic value is 
a significant fraction of the face 
value. 

. Dislocation of coin-operated 
merchandising: One serious eco- 
nomic dislocation resulting from 
elimination of silver in U. S. coin- 


-age would take place in the auto- 


matic vending industry, which 
now handles coins at the rate of 
$3.5 billion a year. 

By 1970 the industry expects 
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to double its volume largely by 
expanding automatic feeding pro- 
grams in schools, hospitals and 


recreational area. 


Because vending machines seli 
merchandise of a given value and 
because they are unmanned, they 
must be devised so they accept 
only legitimate U. S. coins. 

Thomas B. Hungerford, execu- 
tive director of the National Auto- 
matic Merchandising Association, 
has described the detection mech- 
anism as follows:

“If silver should be eliminated 
entirely from our coinage, and al- 
loys with different characteristics 


than those of present coins are 


substituted, such a change could 
wreak havoc not only in the auto- 
matic vending industry, but in 
all industries using coin-detection 
devices.” 

3. Protection from counterfeits: 
Coin counterfeiting has long been 
a negligible problem because of 
the distinctive properties and in- 
trinsic value of silver. Counterfeit- 
ing a passable silver-content coin 
costs too much for the risks in- 
volved. 

On the other hand, many coin- 
operated devices have presented 
opportunities for cheating with- 
out actually counterfeiting. They 
would accept any metal disc the 
general size and weight of a 
genuine coin. Manufacturers of 
coin-operated machines have 
countered would-be cheaters — 
and thereby made possible the 
growth of the automatic vending 
industry — by devising a mechan- 
ism which, based on the silver con- 
tent, will accept only genuine U.S. 
coins and reject all imitations or 

“slugs.” 

4. Inconvenience to the public: 
Changing over the coin rejection 
devices in vending machines would 
be a mammoth undertaking re- 
quiring years to complete. Mean- 
while the public would be con-

From a purely numismatic 
viewpoint Austrian proof coins are 
of superlative quality. Austria’s 
Vienna mint occupies somewhat 


- of a median position in the vast 


array of worldwide proof produc- 
tion facilities. Vienna’s quality in 
coinage has at times left to be 
desired, and sporadically high 
mintage issues turn up, not to 
mention the perennial 1780 Maria 
Theresia Talers. These unfavor- 
able arguments are easily offset 
by the prodigious variety of high 
quality commemoratives issued 
regularly over some one hundred 
years. 

Austria’s preoccupation w ith 
aesthetics and art is well reflect- 
ed in most of its coin issues al- 
though blended with the prover- 
bial erratic and unpredictable na- 
tional characteristics. The latter 
do not detract from the overall 
quality and charm in coinage de- 
sign, however.

Price projections for coins are 
essentially inaccurate is based 
solely on past performance. On a 
comparative basis, however, and 
considering relative low mintages 
of Austrian proof sets, it is not 
unlikely to see the 1963 and 196+ 
sets reach respectively $30 and 
$25 when the 1965 sets are made 
available. From all appearances, 
the Austrian Mint will continue 
the issuance of proof sets on a 
regular basis; resulting collectors 
interest should provide excellent 
demand and sustained price 
strength. 

In view of the high commission 
charges, excessive delays for de- 
livery and hiked minimum initial 
commitment to $150 by the Aus- 
trian mint, collectors might be 
wel! advised to contract with 
American dealers in. order to 
avoid possible disappointment. 
This is of course the only remain- 
ing source to acquire ’63 and ’64 
sets as a foundation for a com- 
prehensive and year-by-year col- 
lection of Austrian proof sets. 

Added incentives for prospec- 
tive collectors are the yearly de- 
sign changes in the 50 shiling 
and 25 shilling denominations;
